However, this portion of the specification only 
supports "reactfingl a part of" an amorphous polyester (I) and a reactive compound (II). The specification does not clarify 
whether this means (a) wherein only a portion of all molecules making up (I) are reacted with (II). or (b) all molecules 
making up (I) react with (II). but wherein only a portion of functional groups within a multifunctional molecule (i.e. either (I). 
(II). or both) are reacted. The scenario included in the amended claims is not described by this portion of the specification. 
This issue is not addressed or clarified elsewhere in the disclosure or by the examples. Thus, the amendment represents 
new matter . (See 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 6 and 41 .33(a)).
